great “lettings” came off in the fall, and all the 
popular ¢ontractors monopolized nearly, if 
not the whole of the lucrafive contracts by 
‘under bids, while the plan of making certain 
plausible alterations in ‘the contracts which 
would entitle them to’extra pay, ‘which they 
did feceive,‘a larger amount than they would 
have received under the highest bidders for 
‘the contract—ten, perhaps a hundred fold, but 
no one can tell the amount ofmoney lavished 
updn these gentlemen, it was never known, 
nor was it ever intended it should be known, 
frém the manner the accounts were kept. In 
some instances all the evidence that could ‘be 
discovered of the largest cxtras were mere 
‘entries, not found in the ‘leger, ‘und others 
marked on the margin with a pencil.
